Gbria Sehawacker, tha Fifth Ward Bepabli* 
eaa boas, will campaign a amall bat aalact atring 
of ttaoronghbreds at the Fair Qronada next aea- 
aon, headed br Hilee, a apeedx foar>year-old 
bay gelding by Himyar— Grace Lea. Hr. Bcba- 
wacker boagbt Hilee for a fancy price at Chi- 
cago laat fall after the gelding had beaten Fred 
T. Wood’a fast filly May Beach. W. H. Barrett, 
who sold Hilee to Mr. Sehawacker, baa ainee 
andeBTored to bny the gelding back again, offer- 
ing S2,50t for him, bnt hia new owner aaya tha 
galding}ia not (fer sale. Sehawacker ia winter- 
ing Hilee at Dr. Crowley’e farm in St. Lonia 
Cennty, and aaya that the gelding loeka 50 par 
eant. better than he did when he waa tnmed out 
•f training laat fall. Hilee ia entered in all the 
aprinting atakea to be mn at the Fair Oronnda 
this Eeason, and will donbtleas be beard from 
favorably before the local racing aeaaon of 1900 
ia very far adTaneed. Hilee’e caliber as a rac- 
ing toal waa proven when be beat George Krata, 
Dnkeof Middlebnrg, and King Carnival in a 
aix fnrlong dash at the Fort Erie track laat aea- 
aon. A horse that can beat thaae boraaa ia good 
enough to win on any race track. 

John S. tBrattcn has quite a atring of tborongh- 
breda wintering at the old Eaat St. Lonia race 
track in charge of William Dickson, who form' 
erly trained the Avondale stable for E. S. Gard- 
ner, Padrone,! a five-year-old brown horse by 
Bine Eyes— Acaaia, and Chorna Boy, a fonr-year- 
old cbeatnnt gelding by Chorister — Vivid, are 
the best known Iboraea in the string. Besides 
these, Mr. Dickeon ia handling three maiden 
three- year-olds, two by Tattler and one by The 
Bard ;.also a qnartet of two-year-olda that Mr. 
Bratton pntchaeed of A. J. Caaaatt’a agent at 
Phil adelphia last f ill. They ware all sired by 
The Bard and are out of some of the best brood- 
mares at Mr. Caasatt’s farm. 

Dr. F. W.lHoltgrewe, of North St. Lonia, ia 
wiuteiing a email string at the Fair Gronnds. 
Thelbest, horse .in hia stable is Pinochle, who 
ran a nnmberfof creditable races at the local 
track in 1868. ItTbia horse was never at himaelf 
last year, bnt bis owner ia confldeit that he has 
finally itpnded to and will be a good horse this 
coming aeaaon. Pinochle is now a five-year-old. 
He ia by Panique— Minnie S., by Macaroon. 
Tommy Sayers ia also winteriug bis string at 
the Feir Grounds. He has Barbee, a five-year 
old brown! gelding, by Barness— Emma Kyle, 
and the nsefnl little horse, Lee Brnno, who ia 
BOW a fonr-year old-l Lee Brnno ia a bay gald 
ing by :Free Knight— Maggie Merrill. Lew 
Marion islalao at the local track with Chiffon, 
AnnielOldfield and several other nsefnl selling- 
platera. Andy Foster’s horses, with the excep 
tion of! Wiggins, who is at New Orleans, are 
wintering[at the cld Eaat St. Lonia race track. 

LonislLemp’a crack filly, Lasao, has not 
grown I much since she went into winter qnar- 
tera last:fall. Although rather amall, Lasao has 
plenty of|anbstance, end her tremendous tnm 
of speed ought to enable her to win a lot of 
pnraea for Mr. Lemp this season. Wonnded 
Knee, a [grand looking dark bay colt, by Fonl 
Shot- Valeacia, in the Lomp-Crowley string, 
will probably receive a special “prep” for this 
year’s St. Lonia Derby, provided he does well 
between now and the time for taking him np. 
Wonnded Knee showed enough in hia few starts 
last season to justify his owners in waiting on 
him as long as they have. He is still a maiden, 
which will let him in the Derby at 67 pounds 
Of course, it is rather early to be predicting the 
roanlt of this year’s St. Loais Derby, bnt all 
horsemen will adnit that any fair sort of 
horse has a chance to beat the best of stake 
horses at a mile and a half, provided they pnt 
•nongb weight on the ataka horse and let the 



fair horse in with a feather on his back. For 
instance, take the case of Pink Coat and 
Plandit. The latter tried to give Pink Goat 
twenty pounds and a beating in the St. Lonia 
Derby ef ’98, and it is hardly neeeaaary to add 
that be failed to tnm the trick, Pink Coat win- 
ning cleverly.— St. Lonia Republic.

They 
are an exceptionally good looking qnartet, and 
when trainer W. W. Begers takes up bis resi- 
dence at the old Claaon Farm, recently pnr- 
ebaaed by M. Mnrphy, for whom Mr. Rogers 
trains, the Byrnes lot will be quartered there 
while they are being got reaCy for their spring 
engagements. The Byrnes fonr are composed 
of the following: Great American, ch. g, by 
Great Tom— Highland Belle; Tammany Chief, 
oh. c, by Iroqnois— Great Annie; Minor Daly, b. 
g, b) Mate Byrnes- ireqneena, aad Garter Ban, 
ch. f, by Golden Garter— Flora Ban. Great 
American is a splendid type of a young thor- 
oughbred. He has great size and is finished off 
in perfect proportions. Tammany Chief also 
looks a racer. The filly. Garter Ban, shows 
good enough for any owner to go to the races 
with, and the trainer that fitted Salvator for 
the Snbnrban anrely looks to have four good 
strings to hie bow. 



A dispatch from Lexington to the New York 
San says that J. B. Haggin, the millionaire New 
York and California tnrfman, will make Ken 
tacky his home for half the year. Two hundred 
men have been employed making macadam 
roads, building summer bouses, planting trees 
and beautifying the old Kenney place which 
Haggin has just added to Elmendorf by pur 
chase. This place is the old Carter H. Harrison 
homestead, and the mansion, colonial in style, 
overlooks Elkbora creek. The general outline 
of the house is to be retained, but its interior ia 
to be made in keeping with the fancies of a man 
of millions. Haggin is a Kentuckian and mar- 
ried Miss Margaret Voorhies, of Versailles, one 
of Kentucky’s most charming young women 
The summer home here will put her within a 
short drive of her relatives in Woodford county. 
Elmendorf is now probably the leading thor- 
onghbred breeding establishment in the state, 
Salvator is the premier stallion, while a fall 
score of imported horses like Order and Candle- 
mas are also in the stud. There are probably 
four hundred mares of the best breeding. Hag- 
gin will coniinue his Rancho del Paso stud in 
California. 

Negotiatious have been completed whereby 
tha celebrated race horse The Bard, the prop 
arty of Mr. A. J. Cassatt, Chesterbrook Farm, 
Pa., will make the season of 1900 at Colonel 
Milton Young’s McGrathiana Stud. The Bard, 
accompanied by ten of the choicest brsd 
matrons of the Chesterbrook Stud, will arrive 
ia Kentucky abont February 10. 

Among the mares that will be shipped to Me- 
Gratbiana will be the good racers and pro- 
ducers Heel and Too, Rica, Water Lily, Mau- 
mee, Foxglove, Atbal aria and War Dress. The 
destiny of great race horses and rivals on tha 
turf is a singular thing. Tenny and Salvator, 
the bitterest of rivals, stood side by side at 
Baneho del Paso, and Tammany is under the 
same roof as hia old foe Lamplighter. Now Tha 
Bard and his mightiest opponent. Troubadour, 
are to be stable companions at McGrathiana. 
The Bard should yet do well. There has never 
bean a good race horse that stood at Colonel 
Young’s asta blishment that has not been a sue- 
eaasfal aira.
